16. A method of treating rheumatoid arthritis, rheumatoid spondylitis, 
10 osteoarthritis, or gouty arthritis comprising a step of administering an effective 

amount of the composition according to claim 14. 

17. A method of treating sepsis, septic shock, endotoxic shock, gram 
negative sepsis, toxic shock syndrome, adult respiratory distress syndrome, cerebral 

15 malaria, chronic pulmonary inflammatory disease, silicosis, pulmonary sarcoidosis, 
bone resorption diseases, osteoporosis, reperfusion injury, graft v. host rejection, 
allograft rejection, fever, myalgia due to infection, cachexia secondary to infection or 
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malignancy, cachexia secondary to acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS), 
AIDS, ARC (AIDs related complex), keloid formation, scar tissue formation, Crohn's 
disease, ulcerative colitis, pyresis, or viral infections comprising a step of, 
administering an effective amount of a compound according to claim 1. 
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18. A method of treating inflamed joints, eczema, psoriasis, 
inflammatory skin conditions, inflammatory eye conditions, or pyresis comprising a 
step of administering an effective amount of a compound according to claim 1. 
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
